vinces, it hath in it alſo divers great, mighty , 
and famous Cities 3 the People are heady ; but 
ingenious, and good Warriourss The Govern- 
ment is meerly Regal, and at the pleaſure of 
the Prince, of which it hath had many great. and 
powerful ones : The Religion of the Land-is 
Popiſh , but there are many Proteſtants. there , 
who although they have been greatly perſecuted, 
yet ſometimes their number hath indulged them 
in the exercife thereof : The chief Orders of 
Knighthood yet extant here, are,firſt of St. Af.

Se- 
condiy, of the Holy Ghoſt , ordained one thon- . 
fand five hundred ſeventy nine. ' The. order of 
St. Michael is to be given to none but ſich as were 
dignified with this, whereunto none were to be 
admitted , butſuch as could prove their Nobili- 
ty by three deſcents : their Oath, to maintain the 

| Romiſh Catholick Religion , and perſecute all 
opponents to it : their Robe, a black yelvet man- 
tle , pourtrayed with Lillies and flames of gold , 
the Collar of Flower-de-luces, and flowers of 
Sold, with a Croſs, and a Dove appendent to it : 
The Arms of France are Azure three Flower-de- 
luces Or ; it hath ſeventeen Arch-Biſhops , one 
hundred and: eight Biſhops, and one hundred 
thirty two thouſand Pariſhes. 

The Pyrenean hills are only a bound between 
France and Spain , two potent Kingdoms ; the 
whole lensth, not reckoning in the windings and 
turnings , affirmed to be eighty Spaniſh Leagues 
at three miles to a Leagng: the People barba- 
rous, but of what Religion my Author faith n>t :

( which Officer a lons ſpace, of 120 years and 
upwards , had fucceſsively mannaged the State 
bach for Peace and War ) was advanced to the 
Crown, which after a long deſcent veſted in the 
name of YV\alois: which for ſome centuries of years, 
and during the Wars with Eng/and, valiantly and 
. prudently ſwayed the Sword and Scepter. This 
line was extin& almoſt in memory in the Perſon 
of Henry the 3. of France, ſtabbed at the Siege 
- of Paris by a Facebine Monk, when by vertue of 
the Salique Law , which admits of no Females 
to the Crown, it devolved after a long and 
bloody war, worſe then their three Civil Wars 
concernins Religion, ( the Head of the Prote- 
ſtant Armies beins this very Prince, ) to Henry 
of that name the fourth, of - Bourbon, This was 
a Son of Yaſour, the Great Captain, 'who by aſ- 
{iftance of Queen Elizabeth , by ſome Forces 
urd:r the Earl of Efex, broke that abominable 
League of the Gaiſizns againſt him, and eſtabliſh- 
ed his Throne : and preparing for ſome great 
delign , was ſtabbed by one Francis Ravilliac in 
hs Coach in the Streets of Paris, 
Lewis the 13 ſucceeded, in whoſe Reign, 1n 
_ theyear 1627, was that unfortunante Expedition 
of the Ex2.i/þ to the Iſle of Rhee, in relief of

deceaſe appointed him to ſucceed'himz but be '

- -and advanced the eldeſt Son .of Achmat. named

and then relen'ing of their ungrateful dealing to 
Oſman, murthered Muſtapha, and proclaimed

Seigniour, He, during theſe alterations and fa= 
. tal changes, was grown to diſcretion, and per; 
ceiving that thoſe Diſtractions happened through 
the head-ftrong inſolency of the Fanizarice, (in- 
ſomuch thar it was verily believed by others that 
a period was near ſet to the Glory of the Em- 
pire) - after therefore he had, -as uſually, de- 
{tributed his Donatives among them at his firtt 
Aſſumption, and gained their affeftion; He're-

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ſolved with ſome private advice, to.bexid.of the 
whole order, and Militia of thoſe Fanizaries,” and 
to ſubſtitute a new ſtanding-Force in their/room. 


In proſecution. whereof, he. denounced a -War | 


againſt the Perſiang' which hatlralwayes. beer-the 
Sepulture of the Turkj/b Infantry, andiagainit 
all difſwaſions, - marched to the liege-of Bagdaty 
where in ſeveral Afſaults, on purpoſe to. put them 


to the Slaughter, he had well neer waſted the - 


greateſt part of them, when in the midſt of his 
deſign, and in the flouriſhing years of his Hope, 
by over-labourins himſelf He contragted 'a 
Feayer; and dyed, but Viaori@s, with the For- 
tune -of: Alexander, ' who dyed- at the Siege: of 


the ſame place. Being asked upon his Death- 


bed whom he would name his ſucceſlour; -he Rar- 


ted 'ug and with indignation, 'replyed, what do 
you Sy 'of ' Succefſors? will there be any. more 
Worlds when I am dead ? But by lus death the 


race of Faniz.aries was preſerved, and the Crown 


placed on-the head of his Son Sultan Ibrahim,

The Emperor of Muſcoviz hath for his ſhare 
in theſe- Quarters of the World, the Kinsdomes 
of Caſan and Aftracan, formerly beloyging to 
the Tarrar, but taken from him in this manner : 
He had made a terrible irruption into Aſcivis, 
and had carried all to before him to the very 
Walls of Muſ7o, -which at laſt too he entred , 
and made the great Duke, upon cerain Articles, 
to become his Tributary, and acknowledge him, 
as his Supreme Lord, and to hold his Dominions 
under him, which was confirmed by an 'In- 
ſttrument in Writing under the Great Seal of the 
Empire. 'An. 1500. Whereupon with great 
riches he departed, and in his return laid Seige to 
a ſtrong Caſtle,and ſeeins the Governour reſolute 
(as the Ryſſes are very good in maintaining places 
even 
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even baygne extremity to others) he acquainted 


Duke had yielded him that place by agreement, 
and had farther ſubmitted, &c. Whereupon the 
Govetnour deſiring to ſee the Deed, and; promi- 
ſing thereupon to ſurrender , the Tartar over- 
_ credulouſly parted with his A& of Homage; but 

could never gain either the Town or that back 
again. Encouraged by this, the Kuſſ#took heart 


and followed the Tartar, but was ſorely beaten, 


till the Succefſour of that Emperor, the Tyrant 
Evan V afilowich purſuing the quarrel, marched 
with Fire and Sword into thoſe Countries, and
